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From such reading, and the reminis- 
cences that it stirred, one has turned to 
read with disgust, increasing at every suc- 
cessive page, the diary-extracts given in 
these volumes, that record the jealousies 
of high officers, the jostlings for place and 
promotion, the proois of incompetence and 
unpreparedness, the wranglings between 
different groups, the interferences of 
politicians, the failures of people all round 
to appreciate the facts and the issues. 

That aspect of affairs is the more 
marked in this particular record, as com- 
pared with others that have been depress- 
ing enough in the same way, because of 
the personality of the diarist, and the 
fact that they are quoted almost—even 
now, not entirely—without reserve since 
their writer can suffer nothing by their 
publication. 

Sir Henry Wilson was a man who 
formed very definite opinions himself, and 
was apt to be contemptuous regarding 
other men. when ‘they wére not ready 
to agree with him or to act as he thought 
they should act. He was more ready 
than most men to express impatience’, 

There is another reason also why the 
comments quoted here are more acid than 
those, say, of Sir Nevil Macready on the 
same topics. They are word for word

Sir Nevil Macready's actual 
diary must have been much more lively 
than the considered review that he wrote 
afterwards in the light of further ex- 
periente, and after consideration of what 
other people had to say for themselves, 
Sir Henry Wilson. might have given a 
different touch to some of these passages 
had he edited them afterwards; but here 
they are, as he entered them, right in 
the hurly-burly. 

What we have, at all events, is an 
extraordinarily vivid picture of the pro- 
gress of events as seen by a man who was 
busy at the very heart of them. 


FRIENDSHIP WITH FOCH. 


It ig not alone the war years that are 
brought to our view in this -manner. 
There are important chapters that show 
how near we were to being far more 
disastrously unprepared for the shock of 
war- than actually we were. The im- 
pression left by these chapters is that to 
Widson’s persistence more than to the 
quality of any other man was due the 
completion of the plan for the despatch to 
France of a British expeditionary force.

The answer seems to lie in the fact— 
the record here seems to establish it as

moves in reserve. 

In short, they thought him an intriguer. 
Early in ‘the century, when in a com- 
paratively minor position in the War 
Office, he had caused comment by his in- 
timacy with Lord Roberts, after that great 
soldier had retired and taken up his com- 
pulsory service campaign. The Curragh 
business had shown that he had not left: 


that they were not dealing merely with an 
individual officer of minor rank. 

When war came, it proved him to have 
been uncannily wise in his previous con- 
tact with the French General Staff. Such 
& man might seem an uncomfortable 
colleague. Indeed, as one réads, in the 
passages referring to the early years of the 
war, of all the finessing there was with 
regard to the appointment of a Chief of 
Staff i in succession to General Murray, one 

is apt to. think that there was reason for 
the ,discomfort. Wilson was so clever 
that the men who were not so sure of 
their own cleverness, or were not prepared 
to imitate his ways, joined in wishing him 
out of the way. | 

Later, his cleverness was needed, and, 
directed to higher purposes than promo- 
tion squabbles, was of immense value to 
the Allied cause. Watch him handling 
the War Cabinet, the Dominion Premiers, 
the French military chiefs, and “ Tiger’’ 
Clemenceau’ himself, who would ~ him 
on the shoulders and call him “ 
boy.” Watch him studying Lloyd-George 
for chances to lead him in the way he 
should go, and taking care that that other 
clever man, Winston Churchill, did not 
exercise his cleverness in the wrong way 
at awkward times. 


PART IN THE WAR, 


The diaries, entered up as they are in 
the very heat of events, prove beyond ques- 
tion the vital part that Wilson took in 
critical developments in the later stages 
of the war. He was not always right, 
but he was right amazingly often, and he 
got his way over countless obstacles with 
extraordinary frequency. The picture of 
him here shows the man of definite and 
clear opinion, carrying point after point 
through a bustle and, confusion of be- 
wildered and cross-purposeful statesmen. 
He went to and fro, pulling Lloyd-George 
this way and Clemenceau that, silencing

In 

our secondary schools a new ‘‘ public ’’ for 

music is being created, @ good omen for 

the future of our orchestral and choral 

societies, and for the raising of musical 
taste in general. 

It is remarkable that among the pupils 
in the aural culture classes the peculiarity 
known as ‘‘ tone deafness ’* does not occur. 
In some countries tone is found in 
a large proportion of people. Here we 
start with good material. 


CHOIRS AND ORCHESTRAS. 


Eighty per cént, of the pupils join the 
school choir, and fifty per cent. join the 
school orchestra. In a number of the 
schools it is now possible to run two choirs 
and two orchestras, senior and junior. In 
Catholic schools the adoption of what ix 
known as the bishops’. programme is 
calculated to improve the intelligent use 
of Church music. 

The attendance at lectures on music 
counts one hundred per cent. of the pupils. 
Instruction given in the course of the 
lectures is supported by musica] proceed- 
ings during recreation time. Here the 
gramaphone is. ugeful. If a forthcoming 
lecture is expected to touch on the work of 
Mozart, records of Mozart music are 
played in recreation time for some days 
before; and perhaps after, the lecture. A 
little co-operation between the lecturer 
and the general staff of the schools can 
lead to great advantage in that way. The 
subject of music is taken out of the rut of 
specialised interest by reference to art and 
literature, both as regards periods and 
mroods. 

Essays written at the end of musical 
appreciation courses sharpen the effect of 
the teaching. Among many interesting 
pickings fronr scholars’ essays, the follow- 
ing may be repeated :—After a lecture on 
the overture as a musical form, during 
which overtures by Mozart, Beethoven and 
Wagner were played on the gramaphone,

THE GRAMAPHONE'S AID. 


In England great use is made 
musical programmes. and lectures 
cast for school purposes.

tained. 

Dr. Larchet's experience has sugvested 
various points in regard to which a further 
study of school requirements miciit well 
be given by the gramaphone con, panies 
He thinks there is need for a cheap n odel 
for schools—one that will contain all 
essentials of good reproduction bug 
économising on the furniture aspect, which 
has to be considered in the design of home 
gramaphones. He suggests also ti 
arice of a discount on the sale of 
phones to schools, in view of the 
purchases of records that are likely 
follow. 


FULL RECORDS NEEDED. 


In school work a serious drawback is 
found to lie in the “ cutting " of musical 
works—a practice that is pursued in order 
to compress selected music to standard 
fecord sizes. ‘‘Cuts’’ that do not trouble 
the ordinary listener may make records 
valueless to lecturers who want to use them 
as illustrations.of regular form. The 
neglect of Mendelssohn’s the 
recording companies is another deficiency 
in existing resources that is noticed when 
one comes to handle the gramaphone in 
musical education, For introduc 
children to music Mendelssolin is the ideal 
composer. More Schumann is wanted also, 
from the same point of view. 

For educational purposes Dr. Larchet 
wants to have available records, full ani 
authoritative, of most or al! of Beethoven's 
pianoforte sonatas, the nine symphonies 
of Beethoven, the three principal sym- 
phonies of Mozart, and a few of Haydn's 
symphonies and string quartettes, which 
are particularly useful in illustration of 
form and other elements of symphonic 
work. Most conspicuous is the want of a 
complete recording of the forty-eight 
preludes and fugues of Bach’s ‘‘ Wohl. 
tempirte Clavier.’’ 

Of many of these works special record 
ings with a view to an imstructiona! pur. 
pose are desired. The important point is 
that the “‘ breaks '” should correspond with 
the formal divisions of the work—exposi- 
tion, development, recapitulation. In 
general records breaks are made with a 
view to giving the public ‘“‘chunks’”’ of 
standard ten-inch and twelve-inch size. 
Buyers of records for educational purposes 
will not be dissatisfied with short sides, il 
the shortness is due to respect for forma! 
divisions. 

‘Reviewing ‘generally the results 
already from the use of the revised pro 
gramme of musical study in secondary 
schools, Dr. Larchet says that the standard 
of musical education has risen immensely. 
Improvement is seen in all branches of 
work-—musica) appreciation, sight-readinz 
and individual performance in specialised 
work.

There ten 
grounds on which he can.refusea certificate 
of suitability. Most of those are simple 
matters of fact, easy of test, such as 
‘proximity to a place of worship, a school, 
a factory, an employment exchange and 
so on. One of them, however, is entirely 
a ‘matter’ of the superintendent’s own 
opinion. 

He can refuse a certificate of suitability 
“if cás that at some time, while 
the applicant was the fegistered pro- 
prietor, the busimess of bookmaking had 
been conducted therein in a disorderly 
manner, or in such manner as to cause or 
encourage persons to congregate or loiter 
in large numbers in or outside the 
premises.’” The superintendent alone is to 
say what amouts to “ large numbers ' con- 
gregating in or about the p#amises. 


BETTING OFFICE CROWDS. 

Anyone who goes around” Dublin with 
his eyes open can see that there is both 
“ congregating '” and “‘loiicring’’ outside 
the places licensed for betting.

He will speak for an hour in the evening, 
and in that time will deal with the House 
of Lords reform, the granting of votes to 
women at twenty-one, agriculture, unem-

Most of these matters will have been 
debated earlier in the day at the Confer- 
ence, and Mr, Baldwih’s speech will be in 
the nature of a reply to the debate. 

I am informed that the Prime Minister 
will not promise any very drastic reform 
of. the House of Lords, but will not, on 
the other hand, announce the dropping of 
all attempts at reform, He will maké-it ' 
clear that the Government is determined 
to press on with its. proposals to give the 
vote.to. women at twenty-one’ on the same 
terms as men, and can accept no com- 
promise on this point. A’ few words of 
,cosmfort. for the farmers are expected, and 
1 learn that the Prime Minister will also 
make a strong plea fora period of peace 
in industry. 

There will 2,500 delegates at the 
Conference, and Lord Eustace Percy,. Sir 
Arthur Steel-Maitland, Mr. Walter Guin- 
ness, and, possibly, Sir William Joynson- 
Hicks, will be the members of the Cabinet 
in attendance. Great importance attaches 
to the speech to be delivered by Mr. Guin- 
ness, in reply fo the expected criticisms of 
the Government’s agricultural policy. 
Several. resolutions on agriculture are to 
be discussed, and a. portion of the 
Premier's speech will be given up to a 
defence of the Government's attitude to- 
wards the agricultural industry.

When the Northern Parliament re- 
assembles on tlie llth inst. it is probable 
that there will be aeconsiderable increase 
In the Nationalist Party, led by Mr. 
Joseph Devlin, M.P. 

At present there are only five Nationalist 
members in the House of Commons— 
Messrs. Devlin, M‘Allister, O'Neill, Leeke 
and M‘Guckin. Since the entry of Mr. 
de Valera’s party imbo the Dail there has 
heen a growing feeling amonc the 
‘Nationalists in the two border Counties of 
Tyrone and Fermanagh: that their repre- 
sentatives should take their seats in the 
| Northern’ Parfiamen t. 

Conferences have been held in both 
counties, and .it is understood that the 
majority of the delewates at these confer- 
ences have decided send forward a 
recommendation to a joint meeting of 
Fermanagh and Tyrone delegates that the 
members should take their seats. 

At similar conferences a few. years ago 
it was decided that the Tyrone and 
Fermanagh members should not sit, 
although the Nationalist members from 
Derry, Antrim and Down took their seats. 

In view of the altered state of opinion it 
is quite probable that in the near future 
_the Nationalist Party in the Northern 
Parliament will be strengthened by the 
addition of Messrs. Cahir Healy (Ennis- 
killen); “J. M‘Hugh «(Pettigo), A. E. 
Donnelly (Omagh), and T. J. S. Harbison 
(Cookstown). . At. present the Nationalist 
Party is the second largest in the House, 
and with the additions its right to the 
position of official Opposition will be un- 
questioned. 

It is not known if Mr. de Valera (Down) 
and Mr. E. Donnelly (Armagh) will take 
their seats in the Northern Parliament, 
but this is not regarded as likely in the 
immediate future.
